Thi' marvels of modern research in the ; 
fi.'^ld of .^ouiid aiid voice communication were i 
Lroui^hi iiorne lorcibiy to a disiingui-shed audi- ' 
ence, largely composed of prominent scientists, 
la.st evening when Sergiu.s P. Grace of, the 
Bell Te'.ejjhone La}x>ratorie,s, described the re- 
cent developments in electrical endeavour. 

An artificial larynx which enables people 
wlio have lost their lai-ynges through surgical 
operation.^ to talk, v.as one of the many in- 
stances described in which reseaj-ch has justi- 
fied itself. On the commorcia) side thf; use of 
loading coils which permit cun-ent.'5 to be I'e- 
vivified while being transmitted from place to 
place, aiid U'lfjjhon'^ Jtp'^aier liave rf;,su]t'id in 
the .saving of hundreds of million,s of dollars 
and better service to the con.sumer. 'J'he J'educ- 
tion in the size of v.ireis, and the treatment of 
cable.'; with a special alloy of .supermagnetised 
quaiiiifc.s weie jecounted as i)),stance.s of the 
value of research. 

'i'h'; widely knowji "talking movie" i.s the 
' dij ect re.su!t of ilell researcheg, a.s are the new 
methods for obtainitig .secrecy in message com- 
munication through the electrical inversion of 
wordis which may only be translated if a defi- 
nite formula is used. JJis experiment.s iji "de- 
layed .speech" and am|>lification also astounded 
hi.s audience, much used as .some of them were 
to novelties in the line of .scientific research. 

One wonders where the wonders of mod- 
ern .science arc going to .stop at hearing of 
such marvels. Mr. Grace spoke of the fact that 
some researcher has found that the atom par. 
takes of nature of wave motion, a theory di« 
redly contradictory to ihe generally accepted 
theory that it is a pajlicle of matter. Each 
new essay appears to upset and destroy what 
up till then has app(;ared una«Ka)lable, Whether 
the ulutirnate nature of niattei-, energy, space, 
time, and life itself ever become as open hooks 
to the scicJitiBt, the researcJier will, in the 
wordK ol' Mr. Grace, "Go on to diflcovjBf W.h6t> 
eve)- the Creator alloWa to diecloftè." "the power 
of man's mind over his enyironmciit lias cer- 
tainly iuk«.:i) a long Kt-ep ap a retsult of jjainc,- 
taking and oj'igijiai Jcoearch on the part of ihe 
Bell 'J'elephone LaboratorleB, with both the

Mr. Graco also k.tvc a dcnion.slr.atlon 
of 'inverted'' .speech, wliicli is or- 
dinary spowh with tlio frc(nienclcK 
and vice versa. This "inverted" speech 
Is unlntclligiblo to a listener and in 
an interesting illu.strallon of nicthodH 
for obtaining secrecy in radio connec- 
tions. L'HinB modulators, demodulators 
and liltcr.<!, Jlr. tir.acc then proceeded 
lo dbmontrato that this "inverted" 
speech coiiUl be rclnvertèd Into the 
original Knglish, 

.\ew languages may bo developed 
with this device, Mr. Qraco pointed 
Out. As an Illustration, he spoke the 
cryptic words: "Plny-a-feen Crlnk-a- 
nopc", which ho said were "inverted" 
words Cor "Telephone Company". To 
prove that the apparatus he had 
brought with him from the Ijabordto- 
ries could translate these words, ho 
spoke them Into a. téléphone thansmtt- 
ter connected to one end ot tho 
"speech delay"' spring, the oilier end 
oC which was connected to the appar- 
atus for translating' the -wobds into 
English. The "delay'' circuit' thus gave 
the audience a chance to hear his act- 
ual words before their automatic 
translation b'lirst from tho loud speak- 
er horns. Two seconds after Mr. Grace 
had spoken the ''Inverted" words Into 
tho transmitter, there cafiin loud anil 
plain fi'om the horns: '•Telephone 
COmpatiy". 

7dv. Grace told an audience enthus- 
iastic over ' these demonstrations ot 
"delayed"' and "i^^•erted" jpccoli, 
about other products of the Laborato- 
ries that are in general use in the 
Bell Telephone System. Some of these 
have resulted tn improved service witU 
savings of hundreds of millions of 
dollars. In particular he described tho 
functions of the loading coil and tele- 
thons repeater, which devices are be- 
ing commonly used tn the toll .xnd 
long distance telephone lines of tho 
country and enable telephone conver- 
sations to \» carried -over long dist- 
ances In cable by wires no larger than 
an ordinary pin, whereas, under the 
old method of operation copper wires 
nearly - the siae of lead pencils were 
strung, on poles to give equivalent 
conversations. 

Mr. Grace also described the new 
magnetic metal, 'Terrolnvar ', reuenily 
developed by Mr. G. W. Elmcn of the 
Laboratories' staff. This metal is a 
combination of cobalt, Iron, and nickel 
and is given a. special heat treatment 
to bring out Its supèrmagnetlc quiill- 
tles. It has what electrical engineers 
call a constant "permea.Wllty'' over a 
wide range of magnetic force, and in 
addition, the «lectromagnotlc «neryy 
loss ill cnrrylujt' this material through 
the magnetio cycle is only about ono 
onA''hundréd-th6usan<lth of the loss 
in the best crude oi' magnet iron. 

Muiili of the research work of the 
UaboratorlOB, Mr. Grace 'i)Oint«^l out, 
had proved of value front purely a 
humanitarian point of vlOw. Particu- 
larly, he ilesirilv-d !>inl demoiisirated 
th« «ltlfiel.ll hiis n)., a inodnc't ot tli>^ 
Iji hors tories vvhieli ennbles people 
who hiivo lo.'t .their laryngés through 
HurKloal operations to talU again. Tho 
latpsl ivpo iif .iitii'icial larynx dev- 
eloped hy the Laboratories has H rtmso 
of an octave. M'his permits a variation 
ill the pitch of the speech ionc« and 
avoids the tono monotony of tho earl- 
ier derilgli.

■ Ath'ong the books on our Christmas i 
book-shell" appears a. very recent work 
on- the problems of youth In the sphû!--; 
of sex. Contompoi-ary work of this 
sort is necessary to keep up with the 
newest finrlinçs of psychol'-igls'is and 
physlolùgisti where bodily {unctions 
are concerned, and this book' form« 
one of the few acceptable treatments 
of the subjects. 

Mr. Eddy is woll-fltte.i for the 
present discussion, bavins had wide 
ospcrlence In- the problems of com- 
panionate marriage, divorce and 
family limitation. His educational 
work has already covered a. steadily, 
expandlntr fle'ld, and he. çlvcs out scn- 
erously of his knowledge relating to 
these problems In the present little 
volume. 

The book has t-oen dcilyncj prima- 
rily for coUose .students, and deals 
with their problems. Wo cannot help 
thinking, however, that thoy are pro- 
blems more of .Vmeriean collogcs than 
our own universities, which, \t nvjy be 
remembered, did not react viulte as 
favourably as waa expoctetl of them to 
the works of ,1udgo Uen p. Llnilscy. 
Howevir, such bôoks have undoubted- 
ly their use and although tho read*.- 
may not agree with thii ideas cxproiis- 
ed, they may have a r«al value In ad- 
justing one's living to a saner 
medium.

mnple, in the form of a motet-"no- 
rtio Christu.H Xatus lîsf— in the cour- i 
sc of which he 'introduces tho excla- 
mation "N'oe, Noe' ^v!th strlkiup ef- 
fect, and l.tica Marenjilo publi.ihed a 
.similar composlion adapted to the 
saiiui words as early as 15SS. 

As Du Carroy's collection was con- 
tained in a posthumus volume, it 
would perhaps, bo Impossible now lo 
roeoneile the claims of the rival com- 
poser as to priority of invention; 
thouph the Krench Xoels will of course 
bear, no cunii arif ion with those writ- 
ten in Italy in jioint of excellence.

I ha.s tiicir music I'cccivcd tho attention 
j -.vhicii it deserves.

I I hat in Kngland and an a, natural 
I ijonsefiuence, the Chrihltnas carol haH 

obtained a firm hold less upon the 
ta«te than the inmost affections of 
I the people, Xot to love a carol, was 
j to proclaim oneself a churl. Y'et not 
lone of our jrreat British composers 
iia.s until very recently devoted his 
attention to this subject. AVc have 
few English .Voels like those of Eus- 
laohe ilu Carioy. J'ossibly the Influence 
of national fijeling may have been 
strong enough «arly times to exclude 
this refinements of art from a festival, 
tho Joye of v.'hlch were supposed to 
/>e a.« freely opon to tlu: ino.-,t unletter-
